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From its beginning in 1875 until February 15, 1932, Journal of Education was pub- 
lished weekly. Each calendar year comprised two volumes. Since February 15, 1932, the mag- 
azine has been issued twice a month (July and August omitted). Volume 115 was the first to 
contain all the issues of a calendar year. 
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
